Sfx^hon  1.  Be  it  eiiocted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  tfy 

2  Staie  of  North  Carolina.,  a-mi  it  is  hcrehy  enacted  by  the 

3  authority  of  the  j^ame,  That  all  white  males  between  tlie 

4  age8  of  sixteen  and  tii'ty,  and  free  males  of  color  and  male 

5  slaves  between  tlie  acres  of  fourteen  and  tifty-five  years, 
G  shall  be  liable  on  the  call  of  the  public  overseers,  to  work 

7  in  repairing  and  making  public  roads;  and  that  no  person 

8  shall  be  exempted  therefrom  by  reason  of  his  being  a  jus- 

9  tice  of  the  peace,  constable,  warden  of  the  poor,  patroller, 

10  or  lock-keeper  on  the  Dismal  Swamp  Canal.     And  that  all 

11  clauses  of  the  Revised  Code,  entitled,  "  Roads,  Fences 

12  and  Bridges,"  inconsistent  with  this  act  be  hereby  repeal- 
18  ed ;  and  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  time  of  its  rati- 
14  tication. 
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
